However, instead of the hammer and sickle, the Korean 
national emblem is placed inside the stur. Smaller stars end stripes are 
used to denote rank. The officers! shoulder hourds have both the smaller stars 
and strines to denote rank, but the enlisted men's shoulder boards huve only 
stripes to denote rank. There is no difference between the uniforms of the - 
officers and enlisted men except, that the uniforms of the officers are made 
from better material than those of the enlisted men. 
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
